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REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 and 28-43 are pending in the present application. Independent Claim 1 
has been amended to make Claim 1 generic to independent Claims 2, 1 8, 28 and 34. Claims 
38-43 have been added to claim subject tnatter disclosed in the specification. No new matter 
has been added. 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects, with traverse, Species D Claims 28-33 and 42- 

43. 

Generic Claim 

The Examiner has indicated that "the features recited in each group above [A, B, C, D 
and E] arc mutually exclusive j&om each other. The Examiner has further indicated tiiat there 
are no generic claims. Applicants respectfully traverse that there are no generic claims since 
Claim 1 is generic as to Claims 2-19 and Claims 28-43. 

Claim 1 includes no material element in addition to those recited in Claims 2-19, and 
28-43, and is therefore generic. Amended Claim 1 discloses the act of wrapping an electrical 
conductor around a selected thread and weaving the wrapped thread at a selected location in a 
cloth to serve as part of the v^^ave of the cloth. Claim 2 discloses the act of wrapping an 
electrical conductor around a thread and weaving the wr^ped thread at a selected location in a 
cloth so that the wrapped thread is a flex locus of the cloth. A wrapped thread that is weaved 
into a cloth so that the thread is a flex locus of the cloth (Claim 2) further describes a selected 
location that the wr^ed thread is woven into Ifte cloth (Claim 1). Accordingly, Claim 2 is a 
subspecies of Claim 1. 

Claim 28 discloses the act of weaving a selected thread that is wrapped with an 
electrical conductor into a woven cloth at a single shed or course of the woven cloth that 
foims a woven spider. Weaving a selected thread that is wrapped with an electrical 
conductor into a woven cloth at a single shed or course of the woven cloth (Claim 28) further 
describes the manner in which the wrapped thread serves as part of the weave of the cloth 
(Claim 1). Accordingly Claim 28 is a subspecies of Claim 1, 

Claim 34 describes helically wrapping an electrical conductor around a selected 
thread, treating the thread and weaving the treated thread that is wrapped with electrical 
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conductor into a woven cloth. Since Claim I similarly describes wrapping and weaving. 
Claim 34 is a subspecies of Claim I. 

Applicants respectful ly request reconsidCTation and modification or withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement of July 27, 2004. Specifically, Applicants request the Examiner to 
recognize the generic character of amended Claim 1 and examine it along with the 
provisionally elected claims 28-33 and 42-43. 

Applicants believe that present claims are allowable in their present fonn and that this 
^licalion is in condition for allowance. It is therefore respectfiilly requested that the 
Examiner so find and issue a Notice of Allowance in due course. Should the Examiner deem 
a telephone conference to be beneficial in expediting allowance of this application, the 
Examiner is invited to call the imdersigned attorney at the telephone number listed below.
